For the first time, the Doctor is starring in an original, ongoing series published 
by an American company.

If that's not enough, Paul Grist will be the regular cover artist for the series.

Seriously though, there’s a high bar to meet 
when writing a Doctor Who comic, especially for 
a Brit. We've had Alan Moore write Doctor Who. 
We've had Grant Morrison write it. Pat Mills, 
John Wagner, Dave Gibbons—we've even had 
people like Colin Baker, the Sixth Doctor himself; 


write it. The Doctor writing the Doctor. That's a tough act to follow. 

And in IDW I had an even tougher act, as not only am 1 following in the 
footsteps of possibly (in my opinion) one of the best Who writers out there, 
Gary Russell—but I'm writing the Who ongoing that he should have been 
writing. 

Originally Gary’s six-part story, Agent Provocateur, was scheduled to be part of 
a longer run, 18 issues or so, if not more. I don't know what happened, but by 
the time I was involved with The Forgotten, Gary's story was suddenly finite. All 
1 know is the moment I knew | had the ongoing gig, the first thing 1 did was 
hunt Gary down on the Internet to gain his blessing. Which he gave, because at 
the end of the day Gary is one of the nicest guys in Who. And of course there 
was probably some amusement, as he realised that I myself had provided the 
highest bar that I would now have to meet. 

The Forgotten was always supposed to be a six-parter. But it was supposed to be 
my only six-parter. I know the score, I'm savvy to the hipster happenings—I 
knew that six issues would be about my limit before IDW thanked me politely 
and moved on to the next six-parter. And so I ensured it would be my best. And 
some people say it's great, some say it's a little to “fannish’—but at the end of 
the day, I looked at it and smiled. It was one of the greatest things I'd written. 

And then a month before it finished, I was offered another six-parter, which I 
pitched for once more. But then I realised I had a problem—I'd raised a high 
bar here with The Forgotten—I couldn't just write any old story. And then the six- 
parter turned into an ongoing! I had to be as good, if not better than The 
Forgotten, on a monthly basis! 1 needed more than my A game. 1 needed a multi- 
dimensional A game. 

Тһе next year and a half will show that I have that A game, with luck. Starting 
with a trip to 1920s Hollywood (with the artistic skills of Al Davison, a man who 
I've been a fan of since I first saw his work for Vertigo—and a man whose martial 
arts prowess makes Jackie Chan look like Lee Evans), we'll then have the Doctor 
on the run for his very life with the most unlikely of allies and then travel the 
universe with new friends. There will be shocks, there will be cliffhangers—I 
grew up on the classic series and I have a fond memory of the “will he survive” 
feeling while waiting for the next part, and so the stories will be two: 
three-parters, even four-parters—and there will be a final sacrifice that will shake 
the universe to its very core. 

When is this set? Whenever you want. That's the joy of time travel. For me, 
though, it’s set during the year of specials, Maybe after “Planet Of The Dead,” 
perhaps after “The Waters Of Mars.” Either way, the clock’s ticking for the Tenth 
Doctor. Tick tock, tick tock—and soon that door will knock four times... 

Will you stay with the Doctor until the darkness comes? Will you stand with 


him and his allies against unspeakable horrors, returning villains, alien lifeforms, 
and death from the very ground itself? If the answer is “yes” then welcome to 
my world. 1 hope you enjoy the ongoing series, and that you tell your friends. 
Because even the Doctor needs friends. 

Because at the end, he might need as many as he can find...

IDW Juliet, it's been quite awbile since Drusilla 

appeared in comics form. What's it like to revisit 

such an iconic character that you really defined 
with your performance? 


Juliet: First of all, thank you! It has been 
incredible to revisit Dru and get back into 
her mindset. I inhabited the character for 
a long period of time, and it has been a 
very creative process to come back to it. 
I've had a blast working on this! 


IDW: What, for you, is the most 
important aspect of Drusilla as a character? 


Juliet: It is hard to pinpoint one. Drusilla 
is a very rich, dynamic character. There are 
so many dimensions to her. That was why I 
enjoyed playing her so much. She is delicate 
and childlike, diabolical and sensual. She is 
a villain but there was this incredible love 
story. And she’s unpredictable. You never 
know what she will do next. 


IDW: What inspired this 
particular tale? 


Juliet: It just came flowing to me! 
Chris Ryall and Brian approached 
me about doing the issues. I was 
thrilled and we were off and 
running. 


IDW: How was ollaborating 
with Brian Lynch? Any hints as to 
where Drusilla has been or where 
she'll end up? 


Juliet: It has been fantastic 
working with Brian! He is so 
talented! I think we've had an 
amazing, fluid process and 
workflow. It has been so much 
fun! 


What I can say about the issues is 
they take place just before the Fal/ 
and just after. I think that's where 
I should leave it for now...

1DW: So, Scott, what made you want to tell a story about 
Illyria and Gunn? What was it about these two characters that 
really caught your attention? 


Scott: Honestly, it was one of those fortuitous experiences 
where an editor calls you up and says, “What do you think of 
doing an Illyria and Gunn mini series?” I love the idea of 
being assigned characters to work with! If he had said how 
about a series starring Buffy's Dead Mom and the janitor at 
Lorne's club, I would have loved the chance to find the story 
there. When I started delving into the events of Angel: After the 
Fall and started really examining the history between Gunn 
and Illyria (there wouldn’t even be an Illyria back on Earth 
without him), I realized this could be the most interesting 
pairing of characters in all the Angelverse! 


Gunn spent the better part of his life hating and killing 
vampires, only to eventually become one during the events of 
After the Fall. Шупа spent the better part of her own life 
loathing and enslaving pretty much any life form that wasn’t 
her, only to find herself brought back to life in the body of a 
human—maybe the lowest sentient life form she could 
imagine. 


By bringing them together in this story and focusing on just 
the two of them I am having a blast watching them come to 
terms with what it means to be so powerful one day and so 
not the next. 


IDW: With Gunn as the Big Bad and Illyria becoming her old demon 
self just long enough to try and destroy the world in After the Fall, do 
you think either of them can really be redeemed? 


Scott: I don’t think anyone will know the answer to that for 
a very long time, certainly no one reading this series! That's 
because 1 don’t really have any interest in seeing them 
redeemed. Id much rather see them rubbing their own 
problems against each other like two dried pieces of wood in 
the forest and trying to see what sparks ignite as a result. 


IDW: What's it like to get to play with these two particular characters? 
Any challenges you weren't prepared for? 


Scott: Hmmm. I have to admit there was something of a 
Superman/Batman scenario here. You have Gunn who can 
clean out a nest of vamps with a stake and a battle axe 
(Batman) and you have Illyria who could kick Ares's ass if he 
was foolish enough to annoy her with a challenge (Superman). 
I found myself having to be mindful of the scale of their 
movements and actions throughout the story to make sure it 
didn’t turn into the “Illyria and Some Guy” series. 


IDW: Can you give us any clues as to where the characters will end up by 
the end? Any new Big Bads we can expect a fight with? 


Scott: While there is a mysterious Big Bad as yet to be named, 
I will tell you I am most excited by the return of the Scourge! 
As long time Angel fans know, they were introduced in the first 
season as demon supremacists—the notion that there are these 
demonic Nazis who view vampires (among other things) as 
genetic filth. It was just so awesome and I was always sorry 
they never made a comeback. They have this worldview 
where they are the most pure and powerful bloodline since the 
Old Ones themselves. Illyria doesn’t see it that way. 


Since I haven't gotten to the end yet, I’m as excited as 
everyone else to see how it all winds up! Even when I was 
writing ongoing monthly titles I never liked to plan (оо far 
ahead. I'd much rather get the story going and then see where 
it winds up than planning every detail. I figure if I'm surprised 
by a story’s ending then the readers will be as well! ШЕП
